Inhabitants of northern countries such as ours ap¬ 
preciate the summertime all the more because it is re¬ 
latively short. In.more favored climates, California for 
instance, where according to the natives summer is 
an all-year-round season, the summer months cannot 
mean so much.

Coyote Control 

i 

For some weeks now, coyote 
getters (special guns that fire 
shells loaded with cyanide* have 
been used in Alberta. Under the 
Provincial coyote control policy, 
coyote getters are supplied by the 
Alberta Department of Agricult¬ 
ure to authorities of special areas, 
improvement districts, and muni¬ 
cipalities only. Farmers desiring 
getters must make application to 
their local government. Any muni¬ 
cipal district may come under the 
policy by applying to the Alberta 
Department of Agriculture. Upon 
acceptance of applications, offi¬ 
cials of the Department are pre¬ 
pared to conduct schools to in¬ 
struct pest control and area offi¬ 
cers it^he proper use and safe 
handling of these coyote control 
poisons. 

W. Lohav, Supervisor of Crop 
Protection, Altv'rta Department of 
Agriculture,-reports that because 
of the present abundant supply of 
natural food for coyotes not too 
many getters have been set, but 
good results are indicated from 
districts where these guns have 
been set and given regular atten¬ 
tion. Pest control officers are 
planning to set out more and more 
getters with the approach of fall 
and winter.

The best variety of winter wheat 
for all areas of Alberta except the 
arier south eastern part is prob¬ 
ably Kharkov M.C.22. As a variety 
Iwi the south eastern part of the 
province Yogo has some advantag¬ 
es over Kharkov. These two varie¬ 
ties, although the best available at 
present, are not considered entire¬ 
ly satisfactory and it is hoped that 
a new variety With supei ior hardi¬ 
ness and quality will be available 
in the .future. Investigations are 
now underway t<> try to develop 
such a variety.

announced that the prices paid to 
producers for the 1951-52 crop 
year will be $1.85 per bushel for 
wheat and $1.52 per bushel for 
corn.

A second advantage claimed for 
this method of cutting hay is that 
regrowth is much more rapid, 
which means nn earlier and heav¬ 
ier second crop. The reason for 
more tapid development after cut¬ 
ting is that the tender shoots that 
are exposed and sunburned with 
the mowing operations ate shad¬ 
ed and protected by the longer 
swather stubble and can thus con¬ 
tinue uninterrupted growth. 

Although disadvantages may

C. A. Cheshire. Extension Agri¬ 
cultural Engineer, Alberta Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture, advises that 
results from tests conducted in 
Eastern Canada indicate that the 
swather can be used satisfactorily 
for making hay. Moreover, this 
machine will replace two pieces of 
machinery, the mower and rake. 
When used in this manner, the 
conventional grain knife with its 
serrated edges >s replaced by the 
smooth flax knife. This change is 
more necessary with the more suc¬ 
culent crops such as alfalfa and 
clover than witn grasses such as 
brome. 

In addition the advantages of 
lower investment cost on the farm 
and reduced operating cost of the 
equipment as a result of its long¬ 
er hours of use, there are other 
benefits attributed to this method 
of hay making.
